The Cereal Outlook Calls for 
Drastic Limitation Says 
Food Head 


URGES 
SAVE 
MORE 
WHEAT 


Laxity Will Result in Greater 
Suffering by Our Allies 
His Fear 


Recent 
reports 
circulated 
la Art 
zona 
and other states 
to the effect 
that further need for wheat conserva 
tion Is unnecessary are declared erro ¬ 
neous In a special message 
by Her ¬ 
bert Hoover to the people of Arliona 
The message read 
as follows 
ETery 
aspect 
of the wheat sltua 
tlon both present and prospective 
in 
tensifies 
the 
need for the 
greatest 
possible limitation 
In the American 
consumption of wheat and wheat prod¬ 
ucts 
If present 
restrictions 
should 
be In the slightest 
degree relaxed it 
would result 
in serious want for th 
people of the allied nations before the 
new crop can reach the market 
The food administration 
estimates 
on the first of June a total available 
supply until the new harvest of about 
fifty six million bushels 
Of this thlr 
ty million bushels must be exported 
before new wheat Is available tor ex ¬ 
port 
If wo are to maintain the ab¬ 
solutely necessary shipments 
to 
our 
army and the Allies that leaves about 
tenty slx million bushels tor domes 
¬ 
tic 
consumption 
for 
the 
next 
two 
months 
Normal American consump¬ 
tion 
is something over forty million 
bushels a month 
so that the most 
liberal consumption at home 
should 
be only one third of normal 
The new harvest 
will not be gen¬ 
erally available in flour until the mid ¬ 
dle of August or early in September 
although in the extreme south it will 
be somewhat earlier 
At a meeting of the federal food 
administrators 
in Washington 
repre ¬ 
senting 
all fortr elght states 
it was 
theunanlmoua yiew that even if the 
harvest 
does prove 
abundant 
it will 
be the first duty of the American peo ¬ 
ple to placo every grain they can save 
into storage as against possible bad 
years 
ahead 
In consequence there 
should be no anticipation ot unlimited 
wheat bread until the war Is over 
Some of the most Inconvenient re¬ 
strictions 
can no doubt be modified 
with the arrival of a large harvest but 
it we are honest with ourselves 
we 
will 
maintain 
restrictions 
requiring 
the use of some 
substitutes 
In bout 
domestic and commercial bread

Crop Pest Inspector 
H Kim 
ball Maxham has been busy this

pest on the early bean crop not 
extensively but just starting 
He advises that the past can 
be disclosed 
by the appearance 
of the leaves of the plant 
which 
show perforations on 
the leaves 
and 
the eggs 
a golden 
yellow 
which are laid on the under side 
of the leaf from 25 to 100 to the 
bunch 
The larvae 
golden 
yel- 
low

fuzzy

found 
on both sides of the leaf and 
is 
about three eighths of an inch 
long 
before 
transforming 
into 
an adult 
The adult lady bird is brownish 
in color and has eight black spots 
on its back and is easily detected

the plants 
the most 
effective 
way 
at 
this 
time to 
eradicate the pest 
If the pests get numerous the 
plants will have to be sprayed
